VE3TBR_ UPDATE 


During the summer months, a few minor changes and imprevements were made to VE3TBR. 
Most changes are auite minor, and may go un-noticed, so I theught I would tell you 
about them. If you are having touble remembering what is there, a function card will 
be included in the November issue for all paid up reneater users. 


The changes are as follows:-‘mateur in distress-hold - any key down for 10 seconds 
(except asterisk (*) or cross hatch (8). It will send out an audio tone, them dial 
Arnold, VE3JAA on the autopatch. 


Regular Dial ~- use asterisk (*) 1 or asterisk (*) 4. Asterisk 1 has the computer 
dial your number once you have sent it your phone number. Asterisk 4 puts the 

touch tones directly cn the phone line, resulting in faster dialing. Either way, the 
number dialed is stored in the computer, and you can use astarisk (*) 9 for redial.

Several numbers have been added to speed dial. If vou wish to have yours included, 
please let me know by the October meeting, so that they can be included in the 
repeater, and the listing. ‘11 repeater functions will be listed on the card, so 
if you caven't paid your dues, please do se soon. 


To remind pecple of upcoming events, 2 series of "reminder messages” have been put 
into VE3TBR. These include "meet", for meeting night; "race", for the legion road 
race and the Heart of Thunder Bay Road Race and "ski" for the Sibley Ski Tour. If 
there are any other messages to add, please let me know. 


Now that winter is approaching, a few other improvements will be taking place. 
There are several trouble spots in town with people using handhelds. Funds vermit- 
ting (it's in the works), the receiver and transmitter will be replaced, and a new 
audio combiner/divider added. A second VHF receiver will be put in the city's 
south end, and tied to a UHF transmitter. The receiver will be at VE3TBR. Then, 


when in the city’s south end, you can use the other receiver site by going up 600 Khz 


(147.420), with the output on 146.829. In the city's north end the standard down 
600 Khz will be used. The repeater will operate as now, reaardiess of which © 
receiver you activate. 


This system, when operational, will qive better overall coverage for the city. 
YVE3YQT has good jong-range coverage, but in town with a hand-held is marginal on 
the other hand, VE3TBR has qood city ccveraqde, but does not have the long ranqe 
coverage. With this system, we would have excellent coverage on 2M, which would 
be a definate asset to us all. 


As I mentioned earlier, an updated function card will be included in next month's 
1i-Q. If there are any additions, please let me know ASAP, so that can be included. 
Alsc, if you heard any interesting functions on any other repeaters, I would be 
interested in hearing about 7%. ‘As you know, VE3TBR is run with a TRS-80 computer, 
and most modifications can be made with software updates, so changes are easily 
taken care of.

I was first interestec in ham radio back in my high school days. I had joined a 
radio club run by Georce Lord VE3? at Vocational Hiah Schcol (now Selkirk College 

& Vocational). The group attemmted ts build a ane tube receiver but the availability 
of parts was delayed and I graduated so it never was built. Good times followed, 
then marriage and a family delayed radio once again: Then in 1967 while browsing 

at the library, I found an issue of HI-8 which gave detaiis of a radio course 

being started at the EMO centre. 3711 VE3XJ (Ex EEN) and assistants aave the course 
every Sunday afternoon. Night after night I would listen for WIAW code practice on 
an old TRY receiver, then I graduated to an HY1IN0. December 24, 1969 was the bia 
day, I became VESECV, one year later I became an advanced amateur. I have enjoyed 
every minute of the hobby and particularly being a member of the LARC. One of my 
memorable moments was picking up a distress call on 75 meters and being able to tell 
the telephone operator to hreak into a phone conversation hecause I needed to phone 
natch to a medical doctor in the far north. My interest in ham radio peaked ahout 
six years ago when I was loaned 2 ORP side ban! ria for my yearly trek to Hudson Bay. 
Imagine working 9X and local Hams with 2.5 watts on an indoor dipole! The home 
station consists of a FT 101, arqonaut 305 and trihand beam for HF and two »ortables 
and two mobiles for VHF. Soon I hepe to be on RITY with a Vic 20. My dream is to 
own a 20 watt all band all mode rig the size of a cigar hox!!
